REGINA. Dec. 26 fP —The Cana¬ 
dian beaver, typifying the industry 
and perseverance of the nation, is 
assisting in a practical way rehabili¬ 
tation of Southern Saskatchewan 
drought areas. 

Working their way to the south 
and westwards in large numbers, the 
busy little animals have built many 
dams on small streams, creating 
much needed reservoirs. Some man¬ 
made dams that had fallen into dis¬ 
repair during drought years have 
been rebuilt by the beavers. 

PATCHED IT UP 
One farmer noticed after a heavy 
rain in the Autumn, a dam he had 
built years ago and part of which 
had been carried away was once 
more holding back the water. - Hr 
found a colony of beaver had 
patched it up with old timber, mud 
and willows. 

Watching the colony at work on 
a bright moonlight night, he was 
struck by the efficiency of the 
beaver. Each animal had Its own 
particular Job and there was no du 
plication of effort. One excavated 
mud and loaded It on the broad tails 
of the “truckers." The “truckers 
scrambled to the unloading point 
where the mud was scraped from 
the tail and passed on to other beav 
ers who used It to bind willows and 
timbers Into a wall.. Other animals 
were upstream clipping off willows 
and floating them downstream to 
the dam site. 

WORK FOR MEN 
The Dominion Government has 
set aside $730,000 to construct water 
reservoirs throughout the drought 
areas. Small bodies of water in 
large numbers are favored by engi 
neers. Farmers mar secure finan¬ 
cial assistance in constructing these 
reservoirs and 5,000 applications for 
this aid have been received. It is 
estimated 1.800 men will be engaged 
in this work.

BULLION TO BE MOVED 
TO FORT KNOX VAULTS 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 28 of*).—The 
first two weeks of next July will be 
boom days for the jells between 
New York and Louisville. 

Daring that period all suspicious- 
looking characters will be valued 
according to their faces and locked 
behind steel bars for a brief vaca¬ 
tion from whatever they may be 
doing. 

The secret is that along about that 
time the United States Treasury will 
start hauling three billion dollars 
of gold out to Fort Knox to put back 
In the earth from whence it came. 

The Treasury’, however, will turn 
the Job over to the Postofflce De¬ 
partment. which has had a good 
deal of past experience in taking! 
things from pUce to place. This 
wfll be the biggest Job it has ever 
tackled, though. 

BY PARCEL POST 

The bullion will be shipped by 
parcel post in the same fashion as 
was employed by the Treasury In 
getting the Postofflce Department to 
move a sizeable chunk of gold from 
San Francisco to Denver a year or 
so ago. 

The gold will be moved In special 
armored trains of six coaches each, 
consisting of three cars for the 
bullion itself, two Pullmans and one 
dining car. The trains will run on 
a special schedule, slower than a 
regular passenger train. F-*rh train 
will carry between 950.000.000 and 
$75,000,000. 

WILL BE NOTIFIED 

Once underway, towns and cities 
en route to the point of shipment 
will be notified of the train schedule 
so that local enforcement agencies 
may round up and Jail all suspt’ 
clous-looking characters. 

The new Fort Knox vaQIts. now

TAXING CAPITAL 


Mr. Ian Mackenzie, the Minister of National 
Defence, says the Dominion Government realizes 
the importance of this coastline, and that defence 
needa here will receive increased attention.

Noth¬ 
ing short of a fleet unit on this Coast should 
satisfy the aspirations of the country In the 
matter of national security. In a military sense, 
the defences of this Dominion, so far as those 
have been devised by the Government at Ottawa, 
are not one-tenth of the power of Ethiopia. 

The Minister of National Defence could not be 
expected at this time to make any announcement 
of what may be proposed. It may be doubted, 
however, If any project for Increased defences 
has been given consideration. There has been no 
hint that at the coming session of Parliament 
there will be Increased naval and military appro¬ 
priations. There has been no programme of war¬ 
ship construction mooted. Aerial defences In this 
country are almost non-existent. Military 
strength. Including the permanent force and the 
militia units, Is no greater today than it was 
twenty-two years ago. This Dominion, consider¬ 
ing its vast areas. Its coastline and Its 
population, Is defended. In comparison with other 
nations, by a corporal's guard. Because of Its lack 
•f national Insurance for defensive purposes this 
country enjoys little prestige In the' comity of 
nations. It has secured all the rights it wants In 
the matter of autonomous government as a part 
of the Empire, but has failed to shoulder its pro¬ 
portionate share of the responsibilities which 
«uch rights entail. 


The results of the confiscation of capital 
through the medium of death duties must rejoice 
the heart of every Socialist. In Great Britain. In 
1934, death duties collected amounted to *425.000.- 
000. The death rate among the very wealthy 
seems to have been high, and there Is every indi¬ 
cation that before long death duties as a source 
of revenue will decline, for capital Is not being 
replaced as fast as It Is being spent as income by 
governments. The number of millionaires in Qreat 
Britain has been cut In half since 1930. This has 
been brought about not only through the opera¬ 
tion of death duties but also by tye pressure of 
circumstances, particularly other forms of taxa¬ 
tion. 

Governments are finding out that It is not 
possible to take all the money It can from a man 
while he is alive and still get a lot ,out of' his 
estate when he dies. They, like everyone else, 
cannot eat their cake and have it. The sources 
of revenue In taxing the rich are drying up, as all 
such sources must when capital Is confiscated. 
Primarily the object of graduated Income tax and 
death duties Is to secure spending money for 
governments. So far as such taxes are decreed 
because of a Socialistic outlook, there Is also the 
■hope that they will prevent anything like an 
excessive concentration of wealth. The latter hope 
Is being realized. 


A PURPOSELESS BODY 


SLANG AND THE RADIO 


One of the more Interesting periods In the two 
hours of the Canadian broadcast on Christmas 
Day was when children had possession of the 
microphone. Little ones ranging in age from four 
to ten years, and in locality from the Atlantic to 
the Mid-Prairies, expressed their feelings natural 
for a day that is pre-eminently children's day. 
The broadcast was framed as a series of Inter¬ 
views by Santa Claus with child after child, one 
of whom was 111. Carried on In an atmosphere 
of excitement, as the eager voices evidenced, the 
conversations constituted an episode in the broad¬ 
cast that was full of human interest. It was 
happily conceived and well carried out. 

In any subsequent opportunity to be given to 
the Canadian child to go on the air, we venture 
to suggest that slang be eliminated. One little 
miss reported as having a "swell" time. A boy ol 
nine years re-enforced his declaration with a 
"you bet." The announcer himself was a trans¬ 
gressor In using this verbal aberration. While the 
script may have been written to produce a rca 
listlc effect, It should be remembered that the 
radio Is a powerful educator. The use of slang 
would tend to give to It an Imprimatur that every 
listening child would be all too quick to accept. 
As a Government-owned medium of education, 
the Canadian radio cannot afford to Increase the 
temptation towards using words of baser coinage, 
especially when there are plenty of the true 
metal in the English language that can ade¬ 
quately express the child s feelings. 


Commissions and councils as excrescences of 
governments continue to multiply. The latest 
proposed is a national commission to study "and 
deal with" unemployment. The probability is 
that It will develop Into a purely acad em ic body, 
for, at the Dominion-Provincial Conference out 
of which the suggestion for Its formation arose, 
no plans were made for coping with the problem 
of unemployment, that Is such plans as would 
effect anything In the nature of a solution. 

The policy of the present Government at Ot¬ 
tawa In the matter of unemployment Is the con¬ 
tinuance of direct relief and the assumption of 
a greater proportion of the cost so as to case the 
burden on municipalities. That Government, so 
far as may be gathered from any report there 
has been of the deliberations at the recent Con¬ 
ference, does not favor a public works pro¬ 
gramme designed to "spend the country" Into 
prosperity. It Is relying on economic conditions 
Improving and the development of trade and In¬ 
dustry providing a solution of unemployment. 
That means that a national commission will be 
simply a new burden In the overhead cost .of 
administering unemployment relief. It will be 
another purposeless body, and there are far too 
ir.any of a similar character operating under the 
aegis of all the governments In this country. 


Reforms move slowly, like the 
wheels In the mills of the tods. But 
It Is better that reforms should 
come In that way than by violent 
revolutions. Abuses which are 
swept away by revolutions are often 
succeeded by worse abuses. At least 
so we gather from the teachings fnd 
the lessons of history. There are 
still some relics of the feudal sys¬ 
tem existing in Great Britain: but 
the British people are not going to 
rid themselvea of the remains of the 
feudal system by running away from 
them and starting something new In 
economics and politics In some far- 
off countries. 

• • • 

A few days ego we were UHd by a 
Briton resklent In Victoria that some 
radical reforms were contemplated 
In Oreat Britain and that they 
would be begun by a Conservative 
Government. Today we see by the 
newspaper dispatches that the Im¬ 
perial Oovemment will submit to 
Parliament measures for the aboli¬ 
tion of coal mine royalties and 
tithes. The tithes originally were 
called Queen Anne's bounties, and 
were instituted for the purpose of 
relieving the circumstances of pov¬ 
erty-stricken curates of the Estab¬ 
lished Church of England. As often 
happens, the tithes were diverted 
from their original purpose. If gos¬ 
sip is to be credited—and It is not 
always a reliable source of Informa¬ 
tion—all the benefits of the Queen’s 
bounty did not accrue to the poorer 
Clergy. The British farmers have 
been making such a fuss about the 
collection of tithes, even resisting by 
force the collection of them, that 
the Government has decreed that 
the ancient system must be re¬ 
formed if not completely abolished.

OBSTACLES TO PEACE

High statesmanship may decree in theory that 
any settlement of the East African problem must 
be satisfactory to the League of Nations, to Italy, 
and to Ethiopia as well. There Is no present indi¬ 
cation that this Is possible. The situation In brief 
Is this: The League has condemned the Italian 
Invasion of Ethiopia. It has Imposed sanctions 
because of what it considers to be an net of 
aggression. The conclusion to be drawn from this 
attitude is that any settlement to be reached. If 
It Is to be satisfactory to the League, mtlst mean 
a complete withdrawal ol the invader and com¬ 
pensation given to Ethiopia for damage done to 
that territory. 

The obstacles to a solution of the present prob¬ 
lem by a return to the status quo ante aft obvious. 
The military forces of Italy are In possession of a 
■ portion of Ethiopia, have consolidated their posi¬ 
tion in the ground won, and are administering It 
politically. Italian progress has given that country 
evidence that her object can be achieved. The 
fatalities In the war, thus far, have been very 
slight; only Insignificant damage has been done 
to property. It Is conceivable then that Italy will 
take the stand, when a settlement becomes 
practical possibility, that she will continue her 
occupation until there Is agreement on the terms 
of peace. The League, however, if It is true to its 
stand, must assume that a prerequisite of a settle¬ 
ment Is the return of Italian troop* to Eritrea and 
Somaliland. 

The complexity of the present situation shows 
no Indication of clearing up as time advances. 
Apart from the uncertainty It has created In 
Europe and the danger of other nations becoming 
involved, there la another angle that has been 
little discussed, and that is, the future repercus¬ 
sions of allowing the Importation of arms to 
Ethiopia, an African nation with a population 
of 9.000.000. This Is a policy that has never been 
adopted before, and It may be fraught with 
troubles In the time to come. According to the 
League policy there was no other course that 
could have been adopted save that of giving Ethi¬ 
opia every facility for arming herself to meet a 
policy of aggression when such aggression Is 
regarded as In violation of the Covenant of the

IS KEYNOTE 

Up-Island Libraries to Be 
Pooled Under Proposed 
Book Scheme 


Mon* than forty petitions have 
been received asking for a plebi¬ 
scite to establish a regional union 
library on Vancouver Island, the 
voting on which will take place: 
about the middle of January. The 
question to be submitted to those 
qualified to vote Is as follows: “Are 
you in favor of ypur municipality 
or rural school district (as the case 
may be) becoming part of a union 
library district, to be formed under 
the provisions of the Public Libra¬ 
ries Act?” 

The result will be determined"^ 
a straight majority vote, not two- 
thirds, as in the case of money by¬ 
laws. The number of municipalities 
and rural school districts that vote 
affirmatively must constitute a suf¬ 
ficiently large population or area to 
make a union library district work¬ 
able. Hie Provincial Library Com¬ 
mission determines what the re¬ 
quired population should be. It Is 
expected to be about 24.000. 

LIBRARIES TO BE POOLED 

The proposed union library dis¬ 
trict includes seven municipalities 
and forty-two rural school districts. 
The municipalities are Nanaimo, Al- 
berni. Port Alberni, Courtenay, 
Ladysmith. Duncan and North Cow- 
ichan. The city of Nanaimo does 
not need to take a plebiscite, as ths 
matter can be determined by the 
City Council. 

All of the cities mentioned have 
had a library of their own for a 
longer or shorter period. The Na¬ 
naimo library was initiated, as a 
citizens' voluntary institution and 
was later taken over by the city. 
Duncan has a long-established and 
strong constituency with a large 
complement of books. Ladysmith 
library is young, but has grown 
rapidly. The other centres have 
libraries of their own. In addition, 
there are six branches of the Pro¬ 
vincial Library Commission.

revenues. They, too. must have 
been diverted from their original 
purpose, for some of the big land¬ 
lords seem to have become the chief 
beneficiaries from them. It may be 
that the modern system is a sort of 
composition or compromise between 
the landlords and the Crown. The 
Crown may have been In financial 
extremity at some period In history 
and “farmed out” the coal mine 
royalties for a substantial con¬ 
sideration. It Is not Improbable 
that the feu dues still collected on 
land In the northern part of the 
Kingdom may have originated at 
the same time and In the same way. 
• • • 

At any rate, the coal mine royal¬ 
ties and the feu dues are almost 
the last of the . remains of the 
ancient feudal system, and if one 
has to go they will all have to go. 
There is this to be said of the dues 
upon land, that they never en¬ 
riched those who claimed them to 
the same extent as the royalties col 
lected upon every ton of cool mined. 
Some of the millionaires (In pounds 
sterling) owe their great fortunes 
to the feudal system as applied to 
coal mines. Reforms already in¬ 
stituted have reduced the big for¬ 
tunes of landlords. Imposition of 
high taxes has compelled many of 
the land owners to divide up their 
estates and sell them. In some 
countries the reforms proposed 
might have been accomplished by 
revolution. In Oreat Britain they 
will be accomplished by evolution 
and devolution. 

• • » 

We suppose the cool miners of 
Oreat Britain will hail the policy of 
the Oovemment as the beginning 
of a social reform long overdue. 

We assume that the Oovemment 

will declare It to be a necessary 

economic reform. Owing to a revo- 
«n of dev e lopment 
of natural energies, the demand for 
coal has diminished greatly In all 
parts of the world and the business 
of eoal mining has experienced a 
period of great depression. Oil has 
supplanted coal for the generation 
of steam on ships and on loco¬ 
motives. Water is being diverted 
and collected and stored for the 


in mechanics and 
since Watt invented his steam en¬ 
gine and Stephenson cc 
his first steam locomotive. Instead 
of being a main source of power and 
applied energy, coal is merely an 
auxiliary source of power and 
applied energy. 

We may, therefore, assume that 
the policy of the British Oovem¬ 
ment is more economic than social. 
If the cost of coal can be materially 
reduced, it Is possible that what was 
once a major Industry may be re¬ 
stored to Its original position, and 
that many of the industries, orig¬ 
inally established on the proximity 
to one another of coal and Iron, may 
undergo a marked revival, and that 
the old sqpremacy of Oreat Britain 
as the great Industrial centre of the 
world may not be threatened by 
foreign competition.

PRINCIPLE OF CO-OPERATION 

The principle of co-operation has 
been made possible here in British 
Columbia by recent amendments to 
the Public Libraries Act, the Munic¬ 
ipal Act and the Village Municipal¬ 
ities Act. Co-operation is the key¬ 
note of the legislation. Writing on 
this subject, C. K. Morison, regional 
librarian of the Fraser Valley Union 
Library, says: "In the simplest 
terms, twenty small towns can in¬ 
dividually allord only small book, 
collections of a very restricted and! 
narrow range, duplicated twenty 
times. By co-operation, they have 
twenty tunes the range of literature, 
each unit having the same indi¬ 
vidual amount, plus two principal 
advantages. (1) a continually 
changing book stock, and (2> a re¬ 
quest system which wtll enable a 
reader In any of the twenty com¬ 
munities to obtain a particular edu¬ 
cational book which he requires at 
the moment.” 

The financial support upon which 
the union library scheme is based 
will not come from a mill rate on 
property, as in the case of munic¬ 
ipal taxes, but upon a flat rate to 
be levied against each elector or 
householder. This rate may not 
exceed two dollars. On an annual 
budget of $10,000. and with the 
guidance of the Fraser Valley ex¬ 
perience, it Is computed that the 
cost will amount to the rate of forty 
cents per capita of population.

Today, the 
sale of “breeders," once so profit¬ 
able. is at a minimum and the little 
island vies with countries largely 
stocked with Its own foxes in a 
j scramble to market Its 93.000.000 
worth of pelts. 

I A provincial embargo was sought

breeders, but It failed to materialise 
GUARDED SECRETS 
In its Infancy, the. Industry was 
enshrouded in mystery. Charles 
Dalton and Robert Boulton, the 
pioneers who burrowed out native 
| foxes and learned raise and breed 
them and sell the pelts on the Lon¬ 
don markets at fabulous prices, 
guarded the secret of their strange 
menagerie on Cherry Island, off 
Tignish. for a decade before other 
islanders became auspicious of their 
balances. 

Inside history of those stirring 
days reveals that the original “fam 
Uy compact' of ranchers lost con¬ 
trol of their monopoly when John 
H. Hinton, of Summerslde. was per¬ 
mitted to buy for a syndicate ten 
pairs of Black Beauties at 99.000 a 
pair.

Thc.NlMm'* method of prurecilmU,, 
his personal treasure vaults Is 
singular. He does not believe in 
time clocks or combination locks. 
Around his neck he wears a thin 
gold chain with a small key on It. 
That key opens a door behind the 
Nizam's bed. And the door gives 
access to a secret stairway leading 
down to the vault beneath the 
palace. If anybody stole that key It 
Is believed he would die a terrible 
death — "something lingering with 
boiling oil in It.” 

Well versed In ways of enlarging 
his Income, the Nizam often makes 
tours of villages throughout his 
kingdom, each of which Is expected 
to furnish him with “gifts.” Last 
week such a visit to three villages 
netted him almost $200,000. 

• CHARGES FOR “GIFTS" 

As well as receiving •’gifts.” the 
,Nizam often sends such presents to 
his friends, but each present also 
carries a bill stating the amount 
the present will cost the receiver, 
invitations to official dinners vary 
In cost according to the rank of the 
guest. The lowest sura beipg a gold 
mohur. worth slightly more than 
$10. which is no mean sum for a 
Oovemment official living in a 
strange land on a small salary. 
These parties take place twice a 
year and usually 500 guests attend, 
making quite a sum lor the Nizam. 

While the Nizam takes In Urge 
sums of money each year he also 
spends huge amounts on the up¬ 
keep of hU estates snd private 
train which he keeps In readiness 
at all times. Typical of the amounts 
he spends was the $1,200,000 he 
gave to Prince Abdul MedJld Ef

It Is 
generally being said that credit be 
longs to the British for administer' 
lng oxygen to the prostrate body of 
the League, which was lying prone 
after Its defeat In the Manchurian 
crl*ls and alleged futility In coping 
. *lth the Chaco war. 

REARMAMENT BEGI N 

And now Britain Is about to em¬ 
bark on an ambitious enterprise of 
rearmament on land, sea and In thg 
air. so that strengthened military 
«. and naval prowess will be available 
to support the arbitral function of 
Brltlah policy In the councils of 
European power politics. If Britain

DANGERS OF SLIMMING * ' 

-By JAS. W. BARTON. M.D___ 


"It is Interesting to note that the 
•o-called reducing preparations on 
the market fail into three cate 
goriea: first, laxative that deny the 
body the benefit of its food intake, 
as the salts, crystals and herb teas; 
second, obvious frauds that depend 
for effect upon the stringent diets 
as part of the “treatment"; and 
third, the unquestionably effective 
but dangerous articles containing 
thyroid or dinltrophenol. both of 
which act as speeding up the use of 
the food.” 

I am quoting Mr. W. O. Camp¬ 
bell. chief of the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration, Washington. 

What about the first kind of these 
preparations, the laxative? This is 
the use of Epsom or other salts In 
patented form which act by not only 
causing diarrhoea and that much 
b of water from the system, but 
carry out with them some of the 
actual food products of the blood, 
thus causing thinning of the blood 
—anaemia. As a matter of fact, 
small doses of "salts" for a few days 
at a time may be helpful when the 
liver Is sluggish and not filtering* the 
sons from the blood properly. 
The salts thus thin the blood and 


muscle Itself. And delicate nerve 
tissue needs fat to enable It to do 
Its Important work In the body. The 
ffeduetion in the atnontit of fohd 
eaten is good treatment If the 
amount of reduction were not so 
great. An example of too much 
reduction is the etghteen-day diet 
that swept through the country a 
lew years ago resulting in hundred* 
of deaths and making invalids of 
many others. 

The third method of reducing— 
the use of thyroid extract or the 
drug dinltrophenol. overheats the 
body and so melts away fats and 
burns up other tissues. 

Research physicians record a 
number of cases where the use of 
thyroid extract to reduce weight 
has caused the dangerous type of 
goitre, permanently damaged the 
heart by overwork, and in other 
cases has made necessary the daily 
use of iodine and the need of almost 
constant rest. 

While dinltrophenol in the hands 
cl research physicians in San Fran¬ 
cisco has met with a fair measure 
of success, its unsuperviaed use has 
cause severe skin erruptlona, cata-

Thirty Deaths 
In Grid Games 
During Season 

N EW YORK. Dec. 2S UP). — 
Better playing conditions 
and a closer supervision of the 
sport were urged today by 
a Prof. Floyd R. Eastwood, of 
m New York University, after 
reporting to the American 
Football Coaches’ Association 
that the gridiron sport was re¬ 
sponsible for thirty deaths in 
1935. 

The survey, completing a 
five-year study of the problem, 
showed that fifteen of the 
deaths had occurred In high 
schools. Seven players were 
fatally injured in athletic club 
games, five In sartd-lot compe¬ 
tition. and three In college 
play. 

Except for the colleges, there 
was an Increase in every divi¬ 
sion over 1934. when Prof. 
■Mtwood found twenty-five 
fatalities attributed directly to 
football. Last year there were 
only thirteen In the high 
schools and four each In und¬ 
id. college and athletic club 
competition.

mercury crept higher In 
Canadas business barometers 
through 1935. The industrial 
weather didn’t achieve the spark¬ 
ling clarity hoped for last New 
Year; but the profit sun was 
brighter, red Ink squalls fewer, and 
the atmosphere generally better for 
the trade crop. 

Reducing the trend to figures, 
the accepted records show a gain 
for 1935 of about 8 per cent In gen¬ 
eral conditions. pus compares 
with a 1934 improvement of 18 per 
cent over 1933. Comparing his af¬ 
fairs with those of other countries, 
Jack Canuck observes he did bet¬ 
ter than Moit of themi that in 
fact only seven nations reported 
lsuger pick-up In industrial pro¬ 
duction than Canada and In these 
preparations for war comprised the 
chief stimulant in the distribution, 
of credit and wages. 

EXPANSION NOTED 

Canadas domestic and foreign 
irade has been making satisfactory 
progress, having expanded in both 
exports and imports apd brought 
in about 8150.000,000 more than was 
paid out in the eleven months for 
which figures are available Field 
crops were not so valuable and 
wheat sales abroad in the first seven 
months of the current fiscal year 
were down about $2,500,000 and 
about 40 per cent comparing the 
last two crop years. But Canada 
produced and sold more lumber, 
newsprint, motor cars, base and 
fine metals, fl&h and livestock than 
In 1934. In satisfying the home 
demand the clothing, shoe, textile 
and furniture factories and steel 
and allied plants were busier than 
in the previous year. 

Of the basic industries farming 
and mining fared better apparently 
than the others. The increased ex¬ 
port of fish, about 10 per cent, was 
too small to beneficially affect

In the field of mining the out¬ 
put of most of the met a l s waa in¬ 
creased and the figures at the end 
of the year, it Is estimated, will 
show an aggregate increase of 18 
per cent. Gold production in- ten 
<months was 2.679,984 ounces, worth 
about $94,000,000, an increase of • 
per cent. Silver and lead produc¬ 
tion fell off slightly, but copper 
output expanded greatly and sales 
of the red metal In the year up to 
October 31 totaled $24,845,000 com¬ 
pared with $18,704,000 In the same 
months of 1934. a Jump of 33 per 
cent. 

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 

Canadian industrial production 
shows an Increase of 14.6 per cent 
according to figures compiled by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Manufacturing expanded 10 per 
cent. Steel plants turned out 464.- 
590 long tons in the ten-months 
period, an Increase of 42.7 per cent. 
The same months saw produced by 
Canadian plants 145,726 motor cars 
and trucks, an Increase of 30 per 
cent; boot and shoe factories were 
23 per cent busier and sugaf fac¬ 
tories Increased production 6.4 per 
cent. Newsprint production was the 
heaviest since 1923 and 7 per cent 
greater than in the same period o* 
1934.

COUP AND CONTRE-COUF 

It is s mistake to think that de¬ 
fensive play i* essentially different 
from the management of the dum¬ 
my. Oranting the partnership fea¬ 
ture. which Involves many conven¬ 
tion*. or signals, there 1* no play 
which, at double-dummy, would not 
be equally applicable to offence and 
defence. As a matter of fart, a de¬ 
fender’s problem 1* simply to visual¬ 
ize the declarer * proper play and 
then, by adroit manoeuvring, to 
throw jut many obstacle* in his path 
a* possible. 

The declarer in today’s hand was 
well on his way toward victory, with 
an ingenious type of throw in play, 
when the Host player, who could 
visualise as well a* the declarer 
could see. stepped in and upset the 
apple cart.

Answer—Contrary to general be¬ 
lief, a signal in following suit does 
not show the possession of certain 
cards. It 1* used only to convey 
one of two messages ’ Come on.” or 
• Shift to another suit.” Tht* meth¬ 
od of "stsering the defence” usually 
is much more important than the 
placing of a certain card.

EDUCATIVE WORK 
"The great problem is to educate 
the logger in the necessity of using 
more caution. We are extremely 
pleased as an industry to learn that 
the Provincial Government, through 
Hon. O. 8 . Pearson, Minister of 
Labor, is taking an interest in the 
matter of accident prevention. Wc 
are eager to co-operate with it in 
every way possible since we are con¬ 
cerned with safety not alone on 
humanitarian grounds, but because 
our industry has to pay for acci¬ 
dents in the form of workmen's 
compensation. It te to our Interest 
to keep accidents to an ateolute 
minimum, and this are are trying to 
do. What are need chiefly la the 
full co-operation of the men in the 
woods," Mr. Brown said.

MEMBERS SEEK 
SPECIAUOOMS 

Officials of House of Com¬ 
mons Faced With Task of 
Satisfying All Demands 


OTTAWA. Dec. 28 The par- 
I lament Ary rush Tor rooms Is on. It 
Is a phenomenon inevitably follow¬ 
ing a general election, and dreaded 
by officials of the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

The Parliament Building in which 
Sens tors and Members meet to enact 
the nation's laws, provides generous 
accommodation. But it cannot pro¬ 
vide b separate room for every one 
of 245 members of the House of 
Commons. Many of the 245 feel they 
are entitled to separate offices. Hence 
the rush. 

Already, harassed officials of Par¬ 
liament are receiving letter* request¬ 
ing. or demanding, separate rooms 
for member*. Date of the parlia¬ 
mentary session has not been set— 
but lettgrs are growing in number. 
And the situation is full of problems. 

There is the bachelor member who 
insists he will not share a room with 
a benedict. He does not want the 
room-mates wife, not to speak of 
her feminine friends, around the 
place while he is trying to work. 
Again, there is the teetotaller who 
will not room with a man of con¬ 
viviality. And yet again there is the 


member who objects to sharing a 
room with his colleague from an ad¬ 
joining, constituency because of mix- 
' in* up their business, 
j • MUST BE SOLVED 
I These Are difficulties of tempera¬ 
ment. House officials must solve 
'them if peace is to prevail in the 
great stone building with the high 
Peace Tower and the musical chime. 

The more practical difficulties are 
leas vexatious. While there are 245 
members of Parliament. 15 are also 
members of the Government. They 
are entitled to separate rooms. This 
leaves about 125 rooms to be alloted 
to 230 member*.

Members of the Privy Council fre¬ 
quently’ advance the view that their 
position entitles them to special con¬ 
sideration.

They are accustomed to unlimited 
space in the old home town, and half 
a room with a small desk does not 
seem adequate. 

TWO WOMEN MEMBERS 
Last. but not least, the House of 
Commons will this session have two 
women in its membership. Were 
they of identical political view’s, it 
might be possibl e for them to share 
room. BuWfate has ordained 
otherwise, and Miss Agnes Macphail 
and Mrs. George Black, like the ma¬ 
jority of the other 230, will want 
separate accommodation. 

Bo the House of Commons officials 
are knitting their brows and growing 
grey hairs trying to divide 230 into 
125. or thereabouts, with a result 
that wrill please everybody. They are 
finding pi* problem difficult.

OTTAWA. Dec. 28 CP —Is »n Es¬ 
kimo an Indian? The Supreme 
Court of Canada will be asked early 
neat year to decide the question. 

The issue 1* expected to be boiled 
down to the Intent of the Father* 
of Confederation. When the Sixty- 
eight-year-old British North Amer¬ 
ica Act was written. Indiana were 
placed within the exclusive Legisla¬ 
tive jurisdiction of the Dominion, 
becoming wards of Canada. There 
is not a word about the Eskimo in 
the whole act. Now Canada * high¬ 
est court Is to be requested to rule 
if the drafters of the constitution 
intended the Eskimo to be Included 
under the term, Indian 

FROM KAMI TRIBE 
According to ethnologists, the 
general theory It both are descend¬ 
ants away back of the aame tribe 
the Cro-Magonon was derived from 
in Africa; one link moved into Eu¬ 
rope and became absorbed by Cen¬ 
tral European races; and the other 
made Its way over a long period of 
years to Aida, thence to Siberia, 
across Bering Strait to the Western 
World and down the Pacific Coast. 
The D»kimo reached the North 
American continent about 5,000 or 
6.000 years ago; but was preceded 
for an Indefinite period by the In¬ 
dian, ethnologists hold. 

In practical terms, the battle be¬ 
fore the court will be whether the 
Dominion or Quebec Governments 
should bear the co6t of $20,000 an¬ 
nually to feed 1,159 starving Es¬ 
kimos on the Quebec fringe of Hud¬ 
son Strait.

These will 
come back with reforestation; but : 
the process will be slow and the * 
Efkimo there In the meantime have 
been in dire privation. 

The Eskimo population as ascer¬ 
tained by the last decennial census 
of Canada as of June 1, 1931. 
totals 5.959. Geographically, their 
distribution shows 4,670 in the 
North west Territories and sixty-five 
in Yukon Territory, both admittedly 
under Dominion jurisdiction; and 
three originally from the North¬ 
west Territories now confined In Al¬ 
berta mental Institutions at Frderal 
expense. The balance com prise 
sixty-two in Manitoba. In good 
game country, well able to take care 
of themselves; and the 1,188 needy 
Eskimos on Hudson Strait.

TORONTO. Dec. 2V W.—A men.- 
ure to introduce national scholar- 
ihlps for brilliant students who 
would otherwise be unable to attend 
university because of lack of funds 
will be introduced in the House of 
Com moo* at the next aemUon. A. E 
Corrigan, of Ottawa, told the On¬ 
tario Secondary School Teachers' 
Federation today. 

Mr. Corrigan asked for the sup¬ 
port of the federation, explaining 
that more than SO per cent of Ca¬ 
nadian leaders are produced from 
less than the 1 per oent of scholars 
who attend university Of the 99 
per cent who leave school at ma¬ 
triculation. there must be many 
more brilliant than those who con¬ 
tinue, he said. 

EXPUT8 SUPPORT 
Mr Corrigan said there was little 
doubt but that the measure would 
receive the endornation of Parlia¬ 
ment. He was assured by the man¬ 
age menu pf many large financial 
businesses he said, that employment 
would readily be offered all national 
scholars. 

"It i! a matter of extreme urgency 
for the national well-being that we 
mobilise the-brains of the country 
.and turn its resource* into wealth, 

I Mr. Corrigan asserted. 

THOUSAND SCHOLARSHIPS 
He proposed that 1.000 national 
scholarships, valued at $400 annu 
ally with free tuition, be awarded 
by the Dominion Government. Na¬ 
tional scholars would be chosen be- 
of mental and intellectual 
gifu and character and tempera 
ment Mr. Corrigan said he hop*< 
to obtain the support of twenty-five 
universities in the scheme.

Traveling on the Snows 
Around Nitinat in 
Search for Cats

H OW would you like to spend a whole Win¬ 
ter alone In a rough cabin built of shakes, 
with ten feet of snow upon the ground and 
the nearest human being thirty-six miles 
away? 

That Is what F. A Lederer, of Duncan, has 
done for the past five'years. And he likes it. 
too. When he figures the snow is deep and 
hard enough for snowshoes. he hitches on his 
pack, whistles to his two cougar-hunting dags 
and leaves the bright lights for s tiny shack 
on the Nitinat River, thirty-six miles from 
Youbou. 

Why? you ask. Because he Is a forester at 
heart. He loves to hear the wind sighing soft¬ 
ly through branches of the virgin timber and 
watch the moon bathe the crisp snow in Its 
silvery beams as he holds communion with 
nature. 

Mr. Lederer was familiar with the forests 
of Europe in his youth. He hunted in many of 
the mountainous sections of the Continent and 
for five years was a forester In the rmploy of 
the Rumanian Government. Before he was 
twelve years of age he was a cracky shot with 
a rifle, and as much at home on skis *nd 
anowshoes as when afoot. 

For five years he lived at the head of Cowi- 
chan Lake, where he grew to love the forests 
of Vancouver Island. In his spare time he 
guided many parties through the tall timber 
on cougar and deer hunts. 

Ten miles from Youbou Mr. Lederer built a 
small cabin for use as a hunting lodge. He 
found plenty of black bear, deer, cougar, elk. 
blue grouse and ptarmigan in the vicinity. 
Feeling that he was too close to the haunts 
of men, he blazed a trail far into the Nitinat 
district until ha came to a natural - grass 
meadow some thirty acres in extent. The 
clearing showed signs of having been made 
by the Nitinat River perhaps centuries before 
Thirty-six miles from Youbou the woodsman 
built another cabin of cedar shakes and mAde 
up his mind to spend the Winter there. 
soon found tracks of cougar, coon, marten 
and wolverine. Surrounded by virgin fir, hem¬ 
lock and cedar trees, the cabin looked tiny 
Indeed compared with their towering trunks. 
Many of the firs were ten feet in diameter 
Exploring bars of the NiUnat River, Mr 
Lederer found trace* of fine gold dust here 
and there. But it was not in paying quanti¬ 
ties. so he went back to his original idea of 
cougar hunting and trapping to while away 
the long Winter months. 

He secured two pups, one half English sheep 
dog and hound, and the other half Airedale 
and half hound. He named them Blazer and 
Freyer. and painstakingly trained them to at¬ 
tack a cougar on sight. 

Ten feet of snow fell the first Winter Mr 
Lederer spent in solitude, and it was so hard 
Ms snowshoes and sklis barely made tracks on 
1U gleaming white surface. He was armed 
With a nine and one-half millimeter Luger 
pistol and a high power rifle of the same 
calibre. He spent his days trapping and hunt¬ 
ing cougar and his nights reading by the 
flame of a tiny oil lamp. As all supplies had 
to be brought in on a pack board from You¬ 
bou, he had to ration hlmeelf accordingly. 

Sometimes on moonlit nights the woodsman 
would examine his guns, call to the dogs and 
pick up the Iran of a cougar. One he shot 
this way measured nine feet eight inches from 
none to tail. 

Once his dogs treed a snarling cougar after 
a short scuffle in the snow Arriving on the 
scene. Mr. Lederer prepared to dispatch the 
spitting mountain lion with his rifle But the 
animal was too quick. With a mighty leap It 
left the tree and missed the huntsman's head 
by inches. Three shots in vital spots were re¬ 
quired to end its destructive reign. 

— Another time he followed a cougar's trail for 
several hours. It eluded the dogs, circled 
around and arrived within ten feet of the 
woodsmans back. Something told him to 
turn around It was lucky he did, for the 
animal waa Just about to spring. A well- 
placed shot stretched it out. 

During the Winter of 193? there was twenty- 
t?o feet of snow where Mr. Lederer has his 
cabin. Every dsy for several weeks he was 
busy shoveling to keep his small abode from 
being swallowed up 

He remembers the time when there was a 
bounty of $46 for each cougar, and believe* 
$ 10 . the present amount is entirely inadequate. 
He points out that many a hunt last* all day 
and feels that $3$ would be a fair reward for 
the death of an animal which is extremely 
destructive to harmless wild life.

In 
turn, dropped the title to Gene Smith, also 
from the South.

He picked up the crown, which was 
not defended by Albert “Scotty" Campbell, of 
Seattle, who ruled the Canadian fairways 
during 1933 and 1934.

The Lally Trophy 

T HE Lally Trophy came back to Canada In 
June, when an all-Canadian squad select¬ 
ed from the British Columbia inter-city 
league trimmed an all-American Intercol¬ 
legiate aggregation on a Vancouver floor in 
three games Next year the Canadian and 
American lacrosse officials hope to have Eng¬ 
land competing for the silverware. 

Of course the victory of “Sandy" Somer¬ 
ville in the Canadian golf tournament in the 
East was the season s highlight. However, the 
silent club swinger was forced to share some 
of the honors with the Canadian pro squad 
which decisively defeated the British Ryder 
Cup team. 

Notable winners of the year were Willie 
Lamb, of Toronto, who lifted the Canadian 
professional title for the fourth time; Miss 
Ada Mackenzie. Toronto, winner of the Cana¬ 
dian women's open crown at Vancouver; and 
Mrs. Roy Horne, Calgary, who took the Do¬ 
minion women's closed event at the Royal 
Colwood Oolf Club by her splendid win over 
Mrs K O. Gooderham. of Toronto, in the 
eighteen-hole final. 

Played In Victoria for the first time, the 
Canadian tournament attracted a strong field 
of challengers from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
One feature of the tournament was the defeat 
of Ada Mackenzie, who had won the open 
event in Vancouver the week previous, by 
Marjorie Todd, young member of the Oak Bay 
Club, at the nineteenth hole. However, Miss 
Todd faded from the title scramble the very 
next day by bowing to Mrs. Home, the winner, 
Bud Donovan. Winnipeg, tried to win the 
Brltiah amateur golf title, and In his quest 
went further than any other Canadian. Dono¬ 
van put up a great showing in the General 
Brock $5,000 open tournament, finishing 
strongly to take second place to Tony Manero. 
United 8tates professional. 

Two other Canadians, both from the West. 
Stan Leonard, the long-hitting Vancouver 
lad, and 8tew Vickers, Calgary, tried valiantly 
for the Canadian : amateur crown. Leonard 
reached the semi-final. 

Provincial Tourneys 

P ROVINCIAL tournaments were keenly 
fought throughout Canada.. British r Co¬ 
lumbia's title went to Mrs. J. Hutchinson, of 
the Victoria Oolf Club. The popular local 
shot maker defeated the attractive Peggy 
Allen, young Oorge Vale contender, in the 
'final at the Colwood links, 5 and 4. Mrs E 
Jackson took the Victoria city crown by her 
win at Oak Bay over Marjorie Todd, while 
Jimmy Todd, ace left-hander, won the men's 
city honors at the same course. 

The year 1935 gave Canada a great edge in 
rowing circles. It brought Chuck Campbell. 
Toronto, before the sculling world. Muscular 
Campbell conquered United States and Cana¬ 
dian scullers in dramatic fashion. They 
couldn't hold the Toronto kid. who will enter 
1936 as a possible Diamond Sculls and Olym¬ 
pic winner. Campbell is one of the greatest 
finds in the history of Canadian rowing, and 
his future is being looked forward to by oars¬ 
men throughout the country. 


The smooth-stroking Hamilton Leander 
crew of eight swept down the old Welland 
Ship Canal to beat New York. United Sutcs 
national ciiamptoms. in the feature race of the 
Canadian Henley regatta. This crew wlU rep¬ 
resent Canada at the Olympic 
should go a long way in quest of the honor* 
Alex Hurd, of Kirkland Lake, Ontario, did 
the best speed skating in Canada; there is no 
question about that. He lifted several Domin¬ 
ion champlonshipi and carved a deep path in 
American competition. Oordon Wallace. Van¬ 
couver welterweight, punched his way to the 
Canadian crown and is still ruler of his class 
Of course, we couldn't forget the great show¬ 
ing of Murray "Muxs ' Patrick^ Victoria young¬ 
ster. in the heavyweight fl*rff game. Patrick 
won the British Columbia crown from Louts 
Callan and then lifted the Canadian cham¬ 
pionship at Edmonton and finished his sea¬ 
son's campaigning by winning the Pacific 
Northwest honors In Seattle. Jimmy McLar- 
nin. smiling Irishman of Vancouver, dropped 
his world's welter crown to Barney Ross, the 
Chicago tighter.

This IDeek’s Best Books

URINO the post few years books and 
articles on Russia have poured from,< 
every press, yet there remains a sus¬ 
tained Interest In this output, and still readers 
hail all new works on this country with the 
same enthusiasm with which the first was ac¬ 
claimed. There are three recent additions to 
the list in the Public Library that deal with 
\arious aspects of the Ruaisan scene. One 
follows the recognized custom of returned 
travelers in falling into the class of travel tales. 
"Soviet Journey," by Louis Fischer, but the 
other two are a little more unuyial. “Soviet 
Literature, an Anthology" will be wecotned 
by readers who are curious about the newer 
Russian literature. “I Speak foe the 8llent." 
by V. V. Tchernavln. Is the author's account 
of five years in Soviet prisons and concentra¬ 
tion camps. Another part of the world that is

"Soviet Joorney." by Louis Fischer. The 
author is an American who has lived for twelve 
years In Russia, and here he has set down his 
impressions of the ways of life under the 
Soviets. He strives to make Russia concrete 
and real to the person who has never seen It. 
and he also lays stress on the permanent fun¬ 
damentals which enable one to watch future 
deveopments. He makes the reader follow 
with him the vital steps of that social and cul¬ 
tural progression whdhein the Bolsheviks are 
endeavoring to change the core of life Itself 
He has been able to fuse the essential political 
and spiritual meaning of 8ovlet life with vivid, 
colorful and inclusive pictures. 


“I Speak far Ike Silent Mianm of the 

Soviet" is the full title of V. V. Tchernavln* 
book. Many readers will recall the book by his 
wife. “Eteape From the Soviets." which tells of 
this couple s escape to Finland. In the later 
book we have an account of what happened 
before their escape. Vladimir Tchernavln tells 
of his work as a scientist in a northern Ashing 
centre, of his arrest, snd of the lone months 
during which the O.P.U. tried to wring a "con¬ 
fession" out of him, and of his sentence to five 
years hard labor. The London Times says of 
this book. “It is a tale of almost incredible hor¬ 
ror. but the writer's unemotional style, his clear 
mastery of facts, and his undoubted veracity 
make it a document of unimpeachable au¬ 
thority." 


“War Cloads In the Skies of the Far East," 

by Tom Ireland, is a popular exposition of the 
causes and trends of the spirit of. hostility 
that has grown up between the United States 
and Japan. As well as being both interesting 
and timely, Mr. Ireland's book is also sensible 
and well balanced. Hls survey of the Russian 
military situation seems to be reasonable and 
Just, and there to g general air of common 
sense and realism about the whole book which 
is worth as much as the Information to be 
found in its pager. HU conclusion states that 
"the United States has Just two alternatives, 
to noderate Us unrelenting to* 


ward Japan's Manchuria and (£iina ventures 
in order to gain Japan's willingness to give up 
Its right to build as many ships as It desires 
and to discuss political issues with thU coun¬ 
try ss a friend, or else to engage In a costly 
naval race that may lead to war." 


Soviet Literature, an Anthology.** edited by 
George Reavey and M. L. Slonin, offers sam¬ 
ples of Soviet literature of the last fifteen 
years, with historical introduction, prefaces 
and biographical data The section under 
“Fiction" U concerned largely with records of 
activity and achievement during the dictator¬ 
ship. The poetry presumably suffers from 
translation. T7ie third section U called 
“Criticism.'' and Is a collection of manifestos, 
programmes, slogans, heresy-huntings and 
literary pogroms. 

“The Autobiography of John Hays Ham¬ 
mond” requires two volumes for the telling, 
and U an astonishing story. John Hays Ham¬ 
mond was born in 8an Francisco eighty years 
ago. He had a full, exciting life, in which 
some of the high spots were years of mining 
engineering in the wild days of the Southwest 
frontier and in Mexico; a share in the 8outh 
African troublegawhlch led to a death sentence, 
later commuted to imprisonment and a heavy 
fine In the whole book there U practically 
nothing but action, and incident. There to 
little philosophizing, and hardly more than a 
paragraph or two of the technology of hls 
profeslson. 


"The Riddle ef Jutland: an Authentic His¬ 
tory." by Langhome Olbaon and J E. T. Har¬ 
per This dramatic and non-technical account 
of the Battle of Jutland is accompanied by a 
condensed naval history of the War before and 
alter the action, a discussion of the strategy 
involved, and the controversies It left behind 
The battle narrative Is instinct with all the 
furious excitement of naval action. The au¬ 
thors have made out of it the great story that 
U is. Every blunder, every stroke of naval 
genius. British or Oerman. is presented for 
what it is worth. It knocks national preju- 
dlc« by the board with cold uncolored facts 
that inspire respect for the courage and skill 
of both side*. 


"Marxism and Modern Thought.’* by N. I. 

Bukharin and others. This work consist* of 
six essays by a group of leading Marxists 
written tn 1933 In commemoration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of the death of Karl Marx. 
The volume is fairly well translated by Ralph 
Fox. but contains a considerable number of 
misprint* It* value lies in the fact that it to 
much the beat index we have Vo the char¬ 
acteristics of Russian Communist thought at 
the present time. It to characteristic in Us 
sweeping assurance, its utter contempt Tor all 
opponent*, its absolute certainty of the future. 
Its insistence that the dialectic to a key which 
unlocks the knowledge. There Is nothing new 
in the attempt to rewrite history and to re¬ 
formulate the social sciences in the light of 
Marxist ideas, but so far It is not generally 
realised that in the natural sciences also the 
claim to made that Marxism provtfte the only 


sound and realistic approach. For this rea¬ 
son the essays on the natural sciences have 
more the air of novelty than those dealing 
with history and social questions.

A new mirror was placed in the hall of 
Jordans End of All Souls' Day. the festival of 
remembrance with strange results. Each story 
revealed is equally Important, but the shad¬ 
ows are different. Some stories are pathetic— 
the minor one of Queenie. the housemaid, en¬ 
gaged to a man "down under." but tn trouble 
from a moment’s madness; others are poig¬ 
nant—that of Laura St. Cloud herself delving 
into the past when she was a child, following 
through the years her love for her cousin, the 
Earl of SU-athyn, and its tragic e n d i ng , until 
her moment of prophetic vision when she 
realized that pride had wrecked not only her 
life, but Strathyre’s and hls wife Maisie: the 
whole gamut of human emotions is covered. 

There is the story of Fanny Wreath, the 
actress, who. at the height of her career, was 
obliged to give it up. As the story opens, she 
to thinking of going to her lover to live with 
him as his mistress until such time that he 
can arrange a divorce. Her experience takes 
her also backward In the past and forward 
into the future, and the course of her life to 
changed.

The twenty-four hours gives him clarity of 
thought, and he seeks the aid of Dr. Webb, 
which was irony in Itself.

"Life With Father" (Alfred Knopf), by 
Clarence Day. This is not such a new book, 
but one your reviewer picked up for a diver¬ 
sion. and it proved so amusing that it is 
worthy of .mention. For the past two and a 
half years "Father” has been a well-known 
character on the pages of the New Yorker, snd 
here he appears in collected if not chron¬ 
ological sequence. "Father" is a type—hot- 
tempered. arrogant, a believer in the divine 
right of males to rule the universe, but some¬ 
how strangely helpless before “Mother's" femi¬ 
nine tactics. *- 

The author is one of a family of four boys, 
and the book, which has a style entirely its 
own. chronicles their childhood and adolescent 
experiences, always under the influence of 
Clarence Senior's dominant personality. For 
instance, the chapter on music lessons. "Fa¬ 
ther believed in ail boys learning rAuMc. 
Clarence, being the eldest, was the unfortunate 
victim of "Fathers" obsession, and it to hard 
to say who suffered the most—Clarence, who 
had no ear for music—hls temperamental 
music teacher—the household—or the neigh¬ 
bors. Eventually the Summer holidays gave 
“Father” a chance to retire—routed, but not 
defeated. 

One can sympathize with "Father” in his 
endeavors to teach “Mother" finances. "Moth¬ 
er" was one of those women for whom charge 
account* were Invented. The first of the month 
seemed so fsr away; the desired object so 
close at hand. Invariably "Mother" fell. Then 
the first of the month would come and with 
it the bills, and “Father's" lamentations filled 
the air because ti>e thing "Father" did best 
was not to suffer in silence. If the book com¬ 
prised that particular chapter alone, it would 
be well worth the average reader s time. 

Other chapters especially Intriguing are:

A plane mirror is made to follow the course 
of the sun. gathering up Its rays and reflecting 
them Into a 100-Inch searchlight mirror. There 
the rays are brought to a focus, and in tl tit 
sun furnace the temperature is raised to over 
5.600 degrees Fahrenheit. Higher temperatures 
may be reached, for this is hardly more than 
half that of the sun's surface; but it is enough 
to melt metals and to produce the glass which 
when cooled has this extraordinary hardness.

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Some Winter Tasks to Be 

Done With the Fruit Trees 


A LTHOUOH the Winter Is frequently re¬ 
tarded as a time when there is little 
work of importance to do in the garden, 
beyond d if gin* the soil in readiness for com¬ 
ing crops, there is in reality a number of im¬ 
portant tasks that should be attended to at 
this season, particularly in the fruit garden, 
says a writer In Amateur Oardenlng. For 
example, it is in January and early February, 
when fruit trees are still quite dormant, that 
some of the most effective steps can be taken 
against the pests and diseases that cause so 
much loss during the 8prlng and Summer. 

Years ago, every good gardener lime washed 
the trunks of his fruit trees in Winter, and 
there are still some old-fashioned folk who 
continue this practice. Scientific investigation 
has proved that lime-washing does very little 
good, though the Idea underlying Its applica¬ 
tion-destruction of mossy growth, lichen, 
fungi, and eggs of insects—was eminentlyr_ 
sound. Unfortunately, no limewash -la suffi¬ 
ciently powerful to achieve this happy result. 

Nowadays the gardener is equipped with far 
more effective fungicides and insecticides. Of 
these, the most important for use during the 
Winter are prepared from tar oil. and can be 
purchased from all dealers in horticultural 
sundries They are sold under various trade 
names, but they do not differ greatly in con¬ 
stitution; in all cases they have been prepared 
in auch a manner that they need only to be 
mixed with a given quantity of water to make 
them ready for application to the trees. They 
are not brushed Into the bark, like the old- 
fashioned limewashes. but are applied In the 
form of a fine, driving spray. By this means 
they can be forced even into deep cracks in 
rough bark; it is Just in such places that In¬ 
sects are moat likely to lay their eggs. More¬ 
over, Investigation has proved that it is not 
enough to spray the main trunk, or eyen the 
principal limbs of each fruit tree. All the 
branches, and even the small twigs, must re¬ 
ceive their portion of the spray, for it la quite 
possible that they carry infection, and. as this 
may spread at a great rate if conditions later 
on are favorable it ta foohs»i W> tun any rinks 
Pruning is another important Winter task 
One of the difficulties in giving written advice 
to the novice on this subject is that guch in¬ 
struction is almost inevitably based on the 
ideal tree. On many occasions the writer has 
been approached by puzxled beginners who. 
.having read a book about pruning, complain 
that their treea do not look in the least like 
those described in the work they have been 
studying, and so they cannot Imagine how 
they are to apply the information to their own 
particular problem. 

Underlying Principles 

T HE surest way of overcoming auch doubts 
is to discard rule of thumb methods en¬ 
tirely, and get down to the principles which 
underlie all pruning. They are comparatively 
few and simple. Growth is cut back for one 
of two reasons;* either to encourage the tree to 
produce sturdier branches, or to keep it within 
set limits. Severe cutting back concentrates 


sap on a smaller area, and so usually results 
in more vigorous growth the following year. 
This is one of the main objects in pruning the 
leading growths of all young fruit trees. Nat¬ 
urally. the gardener wishes to increase the size 
and strength of his trees as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, and so in Winter he cuts back fairly hard 
each young shoot terminating a main branch. 
The weaker this is. the more severely h It 
pruned. For example, if the main branch has 
produced a new leading shoot three feet in 
length, this can very well be shortened to two 
feet without doing the tree any harm, but if 
the shoot is only two feet in length in the first 
Instance, it will quite likely be wiser to shorten 
it by a half, or even a little more. 

It may be argued that. If hard pruning pro¬ 
duces yet more vigorous growth, it is no use 
shortening all the side growths on an over¬ 
crowded branch, to keep the tree in tidy con¬ 
dition. In practice this docs not often prove 
to be a serious difficulty, particularly if the 
tree is making satisfactory progress. The first 
tendency of sap is always to rise as high as 
possible. If the leading shoots that terminate 
the branches are each shortened to a really 
sturdy growth bud. these will throw out such 
strong shoots in the Spring that tnoet of the 
sap will flow up into them, and there will be 
little danger of an undue quantity being 
diverted into the side growths lower down the 
branches. In consequence, these laterals can 
be cut back quite severely without ill-effect. If 
each young side shoot is left from half to one 
inch In length, the appearance of the tree will 
be neat, and all fruit will be borne close to the 
main branches. If more growth is left, the 
tree will be straggling and untidy In appear¬ 
ance, and the weight of large fruits on the 
end of thin laterals may easily cause them to 
break. 

Consider Carefully 

N OW to apply all this information to the 
tree that does not look like the one de¬ 
scribed in the book. First of all. go out and 
examine it carefully, considering Just what Js 
wrong with #. and how. it might s improved 
to make it into a more shapely or fruitful 
specimen. Perhaps it la all lop-sided, with a 
great deal of growth in one direction and very 
little in the other. Do not make the mistake 
of hacking away a lot of wood on the over¬ 
loaded side and leaving the rest unpruned 
The result of this will be even more lopsided 
growth the following year. Just the reverse 
treatment is actually needed. Again it Ik pos¬ 
sible that the tree is overloaded with thin, 
twiggy growth. Do not be afraid to reduce this 
ruthlessly, cutting some of the weediest right 
out. and shortening the rest drastically Old 
treea that have made enormous misshapen 
spurs, producing passes of flowers but only 
small and inferior fruits, can often be reju¬ 
venated by reducing the apur in size. No spur 
on an apple or pear can possibly carry more 
than two or fhree fruits and bring them to 
anything like perfection. Therefore, there is 
no point in leaving more than half a dozen 
good fat fruit buds on each. 


Canadian Farmers Win 
Many Major Awards 
at Chicago Show 

C ANADIAN farmers annexed 445 awards. 

of which eighteen were championships, 
at the International Livestock Exposition and 
Oraln Show In Chicago this month. 

The Dominion Department of Agriculture 
has completed tabulation of prizes won by 
Canadians, from the official prtzb lists of the 
show. The results announced showed today 
that Canada had won a handsome proportion 
of the prizes given at the show, which Is rec¬ 
ognized as the greatest of Its kind In the world. 

The Department of Agriculture's list give* 
Canadian winners as follows; 18 champion¬ 
ships. 12 reserve championships, 61 first prizes, 
and 354 other prizes, a total of 445. 

Outstanding Honor 

xyrHAT was regarded as the outstanding 
W honor won by Canada was. of course, the 
wheat championship. This was awarded to 
W. Frelan Wilford. of Stavely. Alta. He ex¬ 
hibited reward wheat, a hard red Spring 
variety, developed by the cereal division of the 
Dominion Experimental Farm Branch and first 
released in the Spring of 1928. 

Wllford's championship sample, which won 
over hundreds of entries, weighed 66 6 pounds 
to the bushel. 

The Department stated that reward wheat 
has won the championship at Chicago every 
year since 1928 except in 1931. 


amply repay him. These Include a daily 
grooming and keeping the hoofs trimmed level 
whether the horse is barefooted or shod. The 
good horseman washes the horses* shoulders 
each day during the fitting period and follows 
with a salt water rinse to toughen the skin. 
While working the horses he raises the collars 
frequently to clean the dirt, loose hair and 
sweat from under the collars and completely 
off the shoulders. 

Feeding salt daily and watering at regular 
Intervals greatly increases the horses' comfort 
and working efficiency. Careful attention to 
the teeth is also desirable to enable the horses 
to chew hay and grain properly. 

Still another practice the careful horseman 
follows is to match teams carefully. Working 
a fast animal and a slow one together worries 
both the driver and the team, and reduces the 
amount of work done. Warming the team up 
slowly at the beginning of each day's work, 
and resting it well at noon, will result in more 
work. 


High-Pressure Laying 

A POULTRY farm near Cockeyaville. Md 
employs factory methods, condensing 
what ordinarily would require 610 acres into 
a single acre of ground. Here an average of 
61.000 chickens live in tiers of wire cages, with 
as many as 2 500 laying heip in one large, air- 
conditioned. disinfected, thermostatically heat¬ 
ed and cooled, photoelecfrically lighted room 
The daily production of laying hens la 58 per 
cent, against the 50 per cent of conventional 
methods. 

There are no nests. The hens never reach 
the ground, never go outdoors. They live, sin¬ 
gly. in batteries of little wire cages in tiers six 
or seven high. The floor of each cage la of 
the same wire mesh as the sides and tilts 
toward the front. Eggs, when laid, roll down 
into a little rack outside, to be picked up by 
attendants on hourly collection rounds.

Why Certain Holly Trees 

Do Not Bear Many Berries 


Poultrymen Should Make 
Feature of Winter Egg 
Production 

T HE price of eggs in the past two Winters 
should encourage poultrymen to feature 
Winter production. In this connection the 
production of a pen of White Leghorn pullets 
at the Dominion Experimental station. Win¬ 
dermere. British Columbia, may be of interest 
From November 1. 1934, up to March 30. IMS. 
a period of 140 days, a pen of some 140 pullets 
averaged elght^four eggs, or seven docen eggs 
each, at an average cost of 10 7 cents per 
doaen eggs for feed. 

These pullets were hatched In late March 
or In April, and wrrr well reared on open 
range. They were brought Into the laying 
house in late September and early October as 
they came Into production The poultry house 
to of straw loft construction, with good ventila¬ 
tion. and dry Utter Is kept beneath the birds 
at all limes. No heat or light was used In the 
house to stimulate production, and the Winter 
of 1934-33 was severe at limes. The thermom¬ 
eter dropped to twenty-two below during De¬ 
cember. while It registered as low as Tty- 
Ihree below zero during January. 

Production Maintained 

sHILE this cold weather had a depressing 
influence on the birds, they did not suf¬ 
fer appreciably and production was well main¬ 
tained. as the aversge production for the 
period was sixty per cent 
The scratch ration of the birds to up 

of four parts wheat, me part oats and one part 
barley. To bring the birds on In the Pall, a 
wot mash Is fed. consisting of com meal four 
parts, shorts four parts and meat meal two 
parts. The regular dry mash kept before the 
birds at aU times consists of shone 100 pounds, 
middlings 100 pounds, bran 33 pounds, corn- 
meal 73 pounds, barley chop 100 pounds, oat 
chop SO pounds, meat scrap 00 pounds, bone 
meal It pounds, linseed meal 0 pounds, tali 0 
pounds and cod liver oil I pounds. Skim milk 
and alfalfa leaves are kept before the birds 
For Winter egg production, well-bred and 
well-reared pullets, housed in a dry. well-ven¬ 
tilated house, free from draughts, and fed a 
well-balanced production ration, are the more 
Important requirements.

D URINO the holiday season we usually 
have many persons inquiring concern¬ 
ing the culture of holly, the marketing 
of same, and especially the reason why cer¬ 
tain holly trees do not bear berries. In a word, 
holly trees are planted in much the same man¬ 
ner as other trees, and the product may be 
sold in the East readily enough if put on the 
market Just before Christmas, but why some 
trees never bear berries is not so easily an¬ 
swered. The character of the June flower 
la the criterion by which the Christmas crop 
of berries may be determined well in advance 
of the fruiting season. , 

American holly < Ilex opaca» and some other 
species grow in two forms, staminate and pis¬ 
tillate. Male (staminate i trees produce no 
berries, but are necessary to supply the pollen 
without which the pistillate trees cannot ripen 
thetr fruits. If your holly tree Is a staminate 
one, nothing will ever Induce it to fruit: but 
if it is pistillate and the berries do not form, 
you need only set a staminate tree near by to 
insure fertilisation. In naturally holly coun¬ 
try tKerie plenty of male trees spared, 
though less \\luable for Christmas greens. 
Even If no mate stands near, wind or bees will 
bring some pollen from a distance. 

Have Male Tree Nearby 

I N the North, on the other hand, each gar¬ 
dener Is likely to plant the female form, 
and even If there Is a male In the neighbor¬ 
hood. It cannot furnish enough pollen for ef¬ 
fective wind dispersal, while the bees, since 
they visit one species of flower only In their 
rounds, will usually pass by so rare a tree as 
the holly unless they find a grove of it. Half 
a dozen widely scattered specimens in a coun¬ 
tryside often escape the attention of these in¬ 
sects. Some pollen may be carried by flies, but 
seldom to any appreciable distance. Therefore. 
In Northern gardens each group of holly trees 
should hare one male not more than 100 
yards sway. If buildings or many obstacles 
stand between, even that may be much too far. 

About June, depending upon locality, the 
flowers open. On the pistillate tree a small 
free i berry Is plainly visible in the centre, 
around which are four stamens lying flat, but 
theoe almost never produce any pollen. The 
male flowers, always on a different tree, show 
Just a tiny disc in the middle, while the four 
stamens stand erect and carry a small amount 
of pollen, hardly more than enough to be 
seen A single tiny grain of this pollen reach¬ 
ing the female flower In enough to fertilise it 
and cause the berry to grow and ripen. 

You need not even wait for the flower* to 
open before determining the sort of flower it 
Is. for while the female buds spring here and 
there along the young twigs, the male buds 


come more thickly in clusters of two or three 
on branched stalks. This is the first dis¬ 
tinguishing difference, more or less reliable. 

Flowers Arc Fragrjnt 

T HOUGH the flowers are not overly con¬ 
spicuous, they are beautiful, fragrant, 
and. together with the outstanding foliage of 
the holly, produce an ornamental tree greatly 
k>ved by the gardening public. 

Of tha evergreen species, only Hex glabrs 
and Dex opaca are hardy north in nearly all 
parts of the country, but aquifoUum is a 
favorite evergreen on the Pacific Coast from 
British Columbia to California and appears 
quite hardy enough. 

Propagation is by seeds, which do not ger¬ 
minate until the second year. The evergreen 
species may be Increased by cuttings of 
ripened wood under glass Such cuttings 
should be taken from one of the most fruitful 
trees with the hope that the character of 
heavy bearing may be transmitted to the off¬ 
spring. 

Some of our nurseries sell young holly trees 
guaranteed to bear berries. That means, of 
course, that the seedlings have borne at least 
a few flowers before being let out. and the 
future behavior of the shrub Is determined. 


Seeds Lose Ability to 
Germinate When Kept 
Long in Storage 

T he ability o! various vfdi to main their 
power of termination xhowa enormous 
tarialkm. and even the limit • lor one Indi¬ 
vidual species will vary accordlnt to the nature 
of growth and conditions of harveatlnf and 
storms a common misconception to that 
seeds wdl Uve Indefinitely, but. of course, this 
to tar from belns the case. 

Myths of this nature are (Iren support by 
the supposed ge rm -nation of Mummy" wheat 
secured from Egyptian tombs upwards of 2000 
year old. Many tourists are willing to pay for 
-Mummy' wheat and not much Initiative la 
required by local residents to place grains of 
wheat In the mummy cates and replenish the 
supplies when necessary. 

Actual- experiments hare proved that only 
eight per cent of wheat grama alond under 
ideal conditions for sixteen yean sprouted at 
the and of that tune, and by the tune the seed 
was thirty-lire years old. no germination at 
all could be Induced. Wheat and other seeds 
frequently have been found in old Egyptian 
tc«iba. but microscopic- examination of such 
gram invariably shows that the embyro has 
acquired a brownish color and to practically 
destroyed. 


Delay Pruning of Peach 
Trees Until March to 
Prevent Canker 

I NTENSIVE study of peach canker disease. 

conducted over a period of flve years at the 
Dominion Laboratory of Plant Pathology. St 
Catherines, Ontario.* 4 has added much to the 
knowledge of this disease, which must be con¬ 
sidered one of the major troubles affecting the 
Canadian peach crop. The origin of many 
.cankers can be traced to leaving pruning 
stubs which do not heal but die back and pro¬ 
vide an ideal point for canker to develop. 

On the other hand, when pruning cuts are 
made clean, close, and parallel to the support¬ 
ing limbs or branches, the probability is that 
the healing will be rapid and complete Care¬ 
less manipulation of pruning tools, which 
cause.* scraping and slashing of the bark, also 
creates wounds which may easily become in¬ 
fected and give rise to canker. 

Tn view of the infection period for this dis¬ 
ease, the time of the year at which peach 
tree* are pruned is of the utmost Importance. 

When pruning la done in the Fall or early 
Winter, healing processes are necessarily de¬ 
layed and the wounds remain open for a long 
period, during which a certain amount of the 
bark surrounding the wound dries out and 
dies As a result both of this long exposure to 
Infection and of the establishment of dead 
areas, a relatively large percentage of wounds 
made at that time of the year become can¬ 
kered. 

From the standpoint of canker control, the 
preferable time to prune is late Spring or early 
8ummer in order to enable the wounds to heal 
properly and rapidly. From the practical point 
of view, this may be too late, conflicting as it 
would with other operations. It Is advisable, 
however, to delay pruning as late as possible, 
at least until after the middle of January, or. 
better still, until March. 


Garden Week 
by Week 


Mr NORMAN W. T RANT. P R H 8. 

O WING to the exceptionally fins open 
spell of weather, all those Interested in 
the welfare of their gardens are busy 
doing over beds and borders and so forth. Ir. 
a majority of cases the lawn is left to take 
care of itself. One should realize that no gar¬ 
den shows up to better advantage than when 
It is blessed with s well-kept lawn. It Is 
seldom that one sees a lawn roller in use. 
Lawns, at least some lawns, are in prime con¬ 
dition for rolling, and will benefit enormously 
from being well rolled % 

It is not the rolling that we wish to em¬ 
phasize. because, unless you have something 
to roll ali the rolling In the world will not 
make a lawn or grow good grass. Upon what¬ 
ever treatment you give your lawn depends 
how the lawn will function the following year. 
A lawn requires a top drelstng or organic mat¬ 
ter smeared all over. There are many sub¬ 
stances that can be used for top dressing s 
lawn at this period of the year, but peat and 
old thoroughly rotted manure offer at least one 
advantage over most others In that both are 
normally free from weed seeds. 

Any well decayed organic matter may be 
used, and the sample may be tested for weed 
seeds by placing a sample in a flat pan. well 
watering it. and then placing it in a warm 
place (either a greenhouse or basement» for 
a few days. Remember that grass seeds which 
germinate on the sample are Just as much 
• weeds*' as are "docks.** 

Wttd Thoroughly 

A S soon as the lawn la thoroughly cleaned 
of fallen leaves, and it should have been 
properly weeded, then top dress The material 
should be well mixed and sifted through a 
half-inch screen and then spread fvenly all 
over the surface to a depth of at least one- 
quarter Inch. If it has had no previous dress¬ 
ing. be more generous. As to whether aera¬ 
tion of the lawn surface Is required depends 
«tentjipon.how the la*Dhas 
rolled of late, but if there is the slightest 
doubt upon the point, aerate the top before 
forgetting the lawn. A simple method is to use 
a sharp pronged potato fork, one well worn is 
best. Commencing at one end. put in the fork 
prongs about four inches deep as though for 
digging, then prise it bark about twelve Inches. 
Just sufficient to raise the turf, but without 
breaking it. Repeat at six-inch intervals until 
the whole of the surface is covered. By doing 
this work allowance is made for the top dress¬ 
ing to be well washed down in the grass roots 
and all unnecessary surface wet is prevented 

Top Dressing With Peat 

T OP dressing with peat is new to us out 
here. It has been thoroughly tested in 
the Old Country and found that immediately 
after a top dreasing with peat the grass turns 
at least several shades darker, and in the 
Spring the grass grow* away strong and does 
really stand up to dry weather better in 
8ummer. 

RMdm art reminded that the effect of top 
dr easing to cumulative, and to butM op a good 
supply of organic matter la to Insure drought 
resistance The top dressing mentioned above 
to gradually worked Into the aoll during the 
Winter months, worms and rain both help to 
ml* the organic matter with the aoll. but much 
remains on the actual surface. 

In this position two useful purposes an 
•erved la), young grass root to being continu- 
ally produced just a little bit higher up the 
plant than the last new root; when a lawn Is 
not top dressed these young roots often die. 
but are encouraged when top dressed; lb) top 
dressed grass roots an protected from hot 
weather.

Treatment of Anemia in 
Pigs Before Weaning 

R EPORTS are often received of tha large 
mortality among little pigs prior to the 
age of weaning The little pig, which have 
usually been doing well and putting on weight 
suddenly become unthrifty They lose weight, 
the hair becomes rough and the pigs appear 
listless Diarrhoea la a common symptom If 
examined, they are found to be very pale and 
anaemic, which to moat apparent tn the whit* 
of tha ayes and In thetr bloodless ears, and by 
ihe absence of a healthy pink color from tha 
skin Deaths due to anaemia are frequent 
This con ditio n is due to deficiency of iron 
in tha blood and Is particularly serious In 
large piggeries, where tha pigs are on a care¬ 
fully balanced ration. 

The treatment that has proved very satis¬ 
factory consists of powdered -reduced Iron." 
which can be purchased at any drug store 
Absolute accuracy of dosage is not important, 
and for practical purposes tha quantity can 
be roughly measured as the amount which can 
be piled up an a small Canadian one-lent 
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Bjr ROBERT CONNELL 

C HARLES LYELL began his "Cements of 
Geology with the words: Of what 
materials Is the earth composed, and 
In what manner are these materials arranged? 
These are the enquiries with which geology Is 
occupied - And they are. in fact, the ques¬ 
tions that rise in the minds of most intelligent 
people from time to time. That attempts were 
made at a very early age to answer at least the 
first question Is probable, and the origin of one 
of our common rock names, ‘ basalt." is so ob¬ 
scure that the best that can be said of it is 
that it is probably of African origin. But 
whatever names were given of old and what¬ 
ever theories of the origin of the earth s crust 
and its arrangement were held. It is certainly 
not until quite modern times or a little over a 
century ago thaj there emerges what we call 
the science of geology, with its description and 
classification of rocks. It must be understood 
thgl the naming of a rock mass will never be 
as simple a thing as the naming of a plant or 
animal, because in rocks, one kind may and 
often Is intricately mixed with another. Just as 
if you met a tree that was part cedar and part 
oak. Such con f usion in rocks is met with par* 
tlcularly where they hsve been subjected to 
great earth movements, with attendant heat, 
and they are therefore found largely in areas 
like, our Canadian 8hield in Eastern Canada 
r.nd the Fundamental Complex of the North- 
vest Highlands of Scotland* 

Early Geologists 

T HE early geologists who visited Vancouver 
Island described most of our rocks under 
the title "greenstones.” a term little used today 
except as a rough description of certain dark 
green rocks of igneous origin too obscure in 
character for identification except under the 
microscope, and often greatly altered by crush¬ 
ing or mineraloglcal changes by which such 
green substances like chlorite are produced. 
Almost all our bedrock exposed along the *ea- 
r-hore from Sidney to Victoria and northwest¬ 
ward to Barkley Sound is more or less of this 
characte* 

I have had so many questions asked me 
nbout our local rocks and their names that a 
few notes on them may prove useful. After 
all. we ought to know something of the crust 
on which we live as well as of the things that 
live on It, and such knowledge adds to our 
pleasure as well our wisdom. As a nine¬ 
teenth century poet puts it: 

"He who can draw a Joy 
From rocks, or woods, or things that seem 
All mute, and does it—Is wise." 

Or In the words of Lubbock. In his “Pleasures 
of Life”: "Where the untrained eye rill see 
nothing but mire and dirt. Science will often 
reveal exquisite possibilities." And after all. 
the mire and dirt are mostly derived from the 
rocks, where they not infrequently exist as 
crystals. 

The rock most frequently encountered at our 
end of the Island and within the Umit*,of vic¬ 
toria. Esquimalt and Oak Bay. Is* a dark green' 
speckled substance, at least such It is on 
freshly brokei\ surfaces, as in new rock cut* 
Too often, however, it has been exposed to the 
weather so long that it has become obscured 
by the scoty deposits common to towns or by 
the growth of encrusting lichens or by a yel¬ 
lowish dust due to the oxydizmg of it* iron- 
bearing contents. It consist* principally of 
two minerals, a greenish white felspar and a 
black hornblende. Both these minerals can 
usually be seen distinctly with the naked eye 
because of the sice of their individual grains. 
This fact induced geologists to give the rock 
the name of "diorlte.'' from a Greek word 
meaning "to distinguish.” It has what is 
known as granitic or granitoid structure; In 
other words, it resembles granite in its struc¬ 
ture though not in its minerals, the latter 
being closely Intrrgrown and the texture 
roarsely crystalline. This Is its normal char¬ 
acter. but It may also grade into examples that 
are very finely grained on the one hand and 
abnormally coarse-grained on the other. The 
former type is very dark, the latter light. It 
often has a distinctly banded appearance due 
to movement under pressure tn the igneous 


mass, which has produced a parallel arrange¬ 
ment with concentration of the dark horn¬ 
blendes and the light felspars. This kind of 
structure Is known as "gnelsslc.- and a diorlte 
which possesses it. as ours does, is known as a 
• diorlte-gneiss.” The word "gneiss" Is pro¬ 
nounced like "nice." 

THt Diorite Gneiss 

T HERE are some good exposures, of the 
diorite gneiss In the city portion of Quadra 
Street and at the Gorge end of Selkirk Ave¬ 
nue. But to see the banded structure at Its 
best you should go into Saanich, where, along 
the West Road particularly, there are excellent 
examples. The Saanich type is slightly dif¬ 
ferent. for it contains in place* quarts and a 
dark brownish mica. Still fufther out. along 
(he shores of Saanich Arm. appears what is 
known as a "granodlorite. ’ distinguished from 
diorite in having a felspar like that of granite 
as well as quartz. This granodlorite is very 
finely displayed along the Esquimalt water¬ 
front. where it is seen as a pale-colored rock. 
On the Victoria side of the harbor, below Dallas 
Road, it will be seen that the granodlorite haa 
invaded the dark diorlte-gneiss, and the evi¬ 
dence is that large and small angular frag¬ 
ments of the latter occur, engulfed in the paler 
ibek. 

All these diontes are part of a great body o t 
rock which may be said to form the backbone 
of Vancouver Island. This may be. I think, 
safely asserted, although the geological map at 
the Island shows most of 1U interior a blank 
space, but dloritic rocks are abundant as far 
to the northwest as Barkley Sound, where th# 
newer rock* have been removed by erosion, and 
the roof of older ones Into which they were In¬ 
truded had previously been wqrn away. At 
the north end of the Island, on QuaUino 
Sound, on the road to Port Hardy, and on 
Hope Island they again appear. As molten 
material they were intruded Into the older vol¬ 
canic and sedimentary rocks at the close of the 
Jurassic period and early In the Cretaceous, 
when a great mountaih-building movement of 
the earth’s crust took place along the Pacific 
Coast, resulting in the formation of the Van¬ 
couver Range of mountains, of which the Is¬ 
land is a portion. The diorites were cooled 
under a great cover of volcanic rock, the 
greater part of which has long since disap¬ 
peared. to reappear in part In the sedimentary 
rocks of the Ciftaceous 
Around Gonzales Hill and Point, on the 
shores of Esquimalt Harbor, north In a broad 
band across Saanich Peninsula from the Tod 
Inlet and Brentwood district to Cordova Bay, 
and in a small isolated patch from Oordon 
Heal northeast lie volcanic rocks, all of them, 
except at Gonzales Hill, of a dark greenish 
color, with some reddish ones near Tod Inlet. 
Tire Gonzales Hfll ones are pale greenish grey. 
They occur again along the Malahat Road in 
the valley of the Ooldstream and in the cliffs 
of Mount Finlayson. and they extend for Some 
miles along both road and railway to the vicin¬ 
ity of Seventeen-Mile Post. The Malahat 
rocks and perhaps the Gonzales Hill oiv“s are 
of an older age and are assigned to the Car- 
oonf/erous. Those at Gonzales show ftowT struc¬ 
ture. broken and re-cemented. An interesting 
feature is that at the base of the hill, along 
the beach and found the point at the Chlrfese 
Cemetery, these volcapics may be seen asso¬ 
ciated with black slaty rocks into which they 
have obviously intruded in places and through 
which they reached the surface. 

Belong to Volcanics 

A LL th'se volcanics belong to a group 
kno.vn as "andesites," from their being 
the common type of lavas occurring in the 
Andes of South America. Their mineral com¬ 
position is similar to that of the dioritrs, fel¬ 
spar and hornblende the chief ones. They oc¬ 
cur as lava flows and as dikes filling fissures 
in the cooled lava. Some of them, from the 
presence of quartz, are known as daclte* or 
quartz-andcsitcs. A good example of these is 
the stone of which our Parliament Buildings 
are constructed, but It is a very recent rock, 
and has not suffered the mineral decomposi¬ 
tion that our very much older ones have. The

Trlassie-Jurassic andesites are widely spread 
over the Island, and the loftier summits of our 
mountains appear to be generally formed of 
them. Certainly Mount Arrowsmith Is com¬ 
posed largely of andealte; pillow lava." gener¬ 
ally taken as an indication of submarine erup¬ 
tion. or at least of lava poured out Into water, 
is found not far from the summit. 

The first rocks we know of as rising above 
the sea where our Island now is were these 
andesites, which, as lavas, formed a group of 
volcanic Islands in the Triassic-Jurasslt times, 
and w'ere. as we have seen subsequently, raised 
into a mountain range at the time when the 
dlorites. their large-grained relatives, were in¬ 
truded into them. 

Associated closely with them In topographical 
relation are the limestones which arc found In 
scattered masses, generally of no great size, 
about our end of the Lsl&nd. Occasional 
pieces occur in the rocks exposed on the beach 
along the Dallas Road waterfront, and there 
are exposures on Trial Island. Lime Bay. Vic¬ 
toria West. Just across the railway and high¬ 
way from the recreation grounds, is *o named 
because of the limestone there found. There 
are the remains of an old quarry along Ad¬ 
miral’s Road, west of the E. 4c N. railway 
crossing on the north side. There are three 
occurrences along the Island Highway between 
Four-Mile House and Parson’s Bridge, and 
there are large quantities at Belmont, beyond 


the race-track, and others in the Highland and 
Colqultz districts. Cttrlouslv. none of these are 
really limestone nearly all what was origi¬ 
nally that rock has been converted Into crys¬ 
talline marble. Some of It contains so much 
magnesia as to become a dolomite and unsuit¬ 
able for lime purposes. The relation of Lbe 
limestone to the volcanics would .suggest Its 
association with them in time and history, and 
this is confirmed by the remarkable preserva¬ 
tion at one or two places on the Island of fos¬ 
sils. ’ These. In the alteration to mafble. are 
usually completely destroyed. On the south 
shore of Cowichan Bay there Is a section ~of 
ancient limestone which shows several species 
of reef-building coral. It may therefore be 
taken for granted that the altered limestones 
now barren of forslls were of similar character 
and that the islands of andesite were encir¬ 
cled by reefs of coral as the islands of tropic 
seas are today. 

These marbles and limestones are together 
named the Sutton formation, after the late 
W. J. Sutton, the well-known geologist of the 
Dunsmulr coalfields, though it is probable that 
a creek entering Cowichan Lake ancj bearing 
his name acted as intermediary. 

Metchosin and Sooke 

Y EARS ago Metchosin and Sooke seemed so 
far away as Parker’s Stage horses clat¬ 
tered along Government Street that one would 


have hesitated to include their rocks among 
those accessible easily to Victoria's residents. 
But tune and the automobile has changed all 
that. Today less than an hour s drive takes 
you Into the heart of a district .whose funda¬ 
mental history is written »n a wild tangle of 
hills composed of old lavas, though much 
younger than those andesites already described. 
Like them, they come under the heading of 
"greenstones.’’ although they form rocks of a 
different species, the "basalt" referred to at 
the beginning of this article. The lava out¬ 
flows they represent were chiefly. If not en- » 
tlrely. poured out through fissures. They 
flowed out in sheets across -the existing country 
and later accumulated one on top of another. 
This produces a characterise of the Sooke 
Hills, a succession of beds lying above each 
other and now sloping, gently to the north¬ 
east. These lava flows are of early Ter¬ 
tiary age. 

The basalt is a very dark greenish rock of 
varying texture. When coarse, it passes into 
dolerlte 'the diabase of American geologists* 
found in the larger dikes that cut across the 
beds. On the other hand, tn some of the small 
dikes the basalt Is very fine-grained. The 
chief minerals composing it are felspar and 
augite, the green tint being generally due to 
chlorite, which is particularly well displayed 
In the Ailing of some of the air cavities which 
are very numerous in places. TTse holes be¬ 
come places of crystallisation for several dif¬ 
ferent kinds of minerals, the result of water 
circulating through the rock, breaking up some 
of the original minerals, and then forming new 
chemical combinations. Certain of these, 
known as "zeolites." used to be very common 
in the old Breakwater quarry at Albert Head. 
Quartz similarly occurs, often with calctle and 
epidote. The fillings, because of the shape 
they frequently take, like the nuts in almond 
toffy, are called "amygdales.” 8ome of the 
basalt Is thickly strewn with air eavitles about 
the size of small peas, called "vesicles," and 
l these are similarly filled with minerals. 

In the Metchosin volcanic rock the lava- 
stream structure is at times singularly well 
preserved, but this is specially true of the pil¬ 
low-lavas. This form has been spoken of as 
occurring on Mount Arrowsmith In the 
Triaaslc-Jurasslc andealte. In the Metchosin 
.baaaU Uvls-so far from be*ng arare phenome¬ 
non that you can see it for miles In the valleys 
about the district of Metchosin. It Is exceed¬ 
ingly well shown In the long valley between, 
Ooldstream Crossroad and the head of 8ooke 
Basin, where the curious curved and rounded 
masses of rock-like pillars, or even old-fash¬ 
ioned bolsters, can hardly fail to attract the 
attention of an observant passer-by. I am 
afraid one must blame on the speed of modem 
transport the missing of many'such things. 
To return to our pillows: Dr. Hatch gives the 
following account of their formation: "It ap¬ 
pears that lavas of a certain composition, in¬ 
stead of parting at once with their stream, 
when emptied on the sea-bottom, swrell up like 
a sponge, and retain a great port of the steam 
In vesicular cavities, thus greatly reducing 
their density. Moreover, such lavas, on erup¬ 
tion. feem to be in a truly spheroidal condition 
and since each spheroid or pillow as it be¬ 
comes detached is Jacketed by a shell of steam, 
the floating mass forms on the sea-bed a mo¬ 
bile sheet of rolling spheres, seldom touching 
one another until they cool" 

Albert Head Quarry 

A NOTHER type of structure In basalt is 
found in the immediate neighborhood of 
the Albert Head quarry, in which, at the west 
end. In a rock exposure on the ground abqve, 
along the shore on the opposite side of the 
Head, and on a low cliff below the Higgs farm, 
groups of prismatic columns occur. This 
structure is due to shrinkage In the lava mass 
as It cools, in principle resembling the cracks 
produced in starch on drying. 

Just as diorite is found following andesite in 
geological succession because of its mineral 
identity, so the Metchosin bas*lt was Invaded 
by a rock of coarse granitic type known as 
‘gabbro." The crystalline-granular character 


is coarse, as in diorlte; the color is generally 
darker The gabbro is exceptionally well de¬ 
veloped In the East Sooke peninsula, where the 
whole of the covering of basalt into which it 
was intruded has been removed. Here. too. 
there is found in it, in addition to the two 
minerals felspar and augite (a peculiar platy 
kind called diallage *. a third mineral, 
olivine, sometimes known as "chrysolite* or 
"peridote.” The felspar Is of the kind which, 
is seen in the base of the Queen Victoria natue 
at the Parliament Buildings, with beautiful 
iridescent colon. These colors are sometime* 
seen In the Sooke gabbro felspar. 

Two other rocks of granitic habit are found 
associated with the gabbro. and represent seg¬ 
regations In the body of igneous rock while 
still molten. These are anorthosite and true 
granite. The former is a white rock found In 
the Rocky Point district and elsewhere, con¬ 
sisting chiefly of felspar. The granite is found 
in various places, the nearest being along the 
Sooke Lake pipe-line a short distance from 
where the Goldstreant Crossroad meets the 
Sooke Road. Tl Is raftier fine-grained and of 
a greyish or brownish color. it contains 
quarts as its most plentiful constituent, with 
three felspars and hornblende. Like the 
basalt and gabbro. it contains magnetite 
I have omitted the various sedimentary and 
fragmental rocks found In close association 
with the basalts, for they constitute a group 
by themselves, the latter opening up the story 
of explosive volcanic action and the existence of 
volcanoes in the Metchosin district. It may 
be interesting to those who admire the distant 
walls of the Olympic Mountains to know that 
they are formed of the same basaltic rocks we 
have in Metchosin and Sooke. and as far west 
as Loss Creek. There, on the high ridges 
6.000 feet above the sea. you find the basalts, 
pillow-lavas and fragmental rocks. So far as 
la known, no gabbro occurs on the Washington 
side. It la all the more remarkable, therefore, 
that in Oligocene conglomerates on that coast 
there are cobbles and boulders of gabbro of the 
East Sooke type. The discovery suggests that 
at one time the East Sooke and Rocky Point 
area extended far beyond their present posi¬ 
tion. so far. Indeed, that waste from their 
rocks was carried by streams Into the coarse 
pebble'and boulder depoaltt thll fiorf rise as 
cliffs along the seashore 

Letch River Rocks 

T HAVE omitted, too. the Leech River rocks. 

the ancient and greatly altered sediment* 
squeezed Into the long trench extending from 
Ooldstream, for I have wished to concentrate 
attention on the more conspicuous rock for¬ 
mations. Thus Mount* Tolmie and Douglas. 
Observatory Hill and Pemberton Heights are 
all carved out of the diorite group. Oonzales 
Hill Is quartz-andesite. Mount Finlayson Is 
diorite on the east side, andesite on the west. 
The Goktelream and Malahat ridges are dior¬ 
lte the Sooke Hills basalt. It Is this difference 
of building materials that maksa the hills of 
Sooke more picturesquely wild than those of 
Ooldstream and the Malahat. To the basaltic 
region we look for steeper hillsides and sheerer 
cliffs. Had the rocks been other than they 
are, the scenery would hare been to that de¬ 
gree different. As Archibald Oeikle says: 
"The process by which the scenery of a coun¬ 
try is produced may be compared to sculpture. 
. . . Apart from the design and workman¬ 
ship. the aspect of the statue will depend 
primarily on the nature of the material em¬ 
ployed. Long practice has shown that statuary 
marble is best adapted for the purpose of the 
sculptor s art. If conglomerate or sandstone 
or porphyry or granite were choren. the effect 
would in each case be different. So In the 
case of the dry land. There must first be an 
uplifting of the ground above sea-level, and 
then Nature's tools will slowly carve Its surface 
Into the characteristic terrestrial shapes. The 
ultimate deQdls of these shapes will be greatly 
Influenced by the nature of the material, each 
kind of rock revealing Its own peculiar charac¬ 
ters and influence In the general process of 
land-sculpture."

Astronomer Describes 
Recent Discovery of 
10,000 Galaxies

D ISCOVERY of the moat gigantic group of 
objects in known space has Just been an¬ 
nounced through the National Academy of 
Sciences here by Dr. Harlow Shapley, professor 
of astronomy at Harvard University. 

It Is described as s “metagalactic cloud"— 
located approximately 50.000 000 light years 
from the centre of the Milky Way star system 
In the direction of the southern constellation 
of Horologium. 

It consist*. Dr. Shapley believes, of more 
than 10.000 Individual galaxies, each galaxy 
probably containing billions of stars. They 
are distributed with a density of about one 
galaxy per 5.000.000.000.000 000 cubic light 
years. 

They constitute. Dr Shipley s evidence Indi¬ 
cates. a single large, loosely aggregated sys¬ 
tem. Within this metagalactic clour, he finds, 
are several clusters of galaxies which are much 
denser than the clouds as a whole. 

Considered as even a Very loosely aggre¬ 
gated dynamic system, the metagalactic clow* 
dwarfs anything hitherto known In creation. 
The Milky Way. with its approximate thirty 
billions of stars—of which the solar system 
Is a partA-and the eight or ten other galaxies 
near enough to It in space to be considered 
part of the same complex amount to very 
little in relation to it. 

150,000 New Galaxies 

T HE discovery came In the course of a gen¬ 
eral survey of faint galaxies, based on 
long exposure photographs, which has been In 

progress for some yean past at the Harvard 


Observatory in the United States for northern 
latitudes and the observatory in 8outh Africa 
for southern latitudes. Up to date this sur¬ 
vey, now practically completed, has revealed 
approximately 150.000 new galaxies, for the 
most part generally dispersed through space. 

Galaxies were photographed down to 
approximately the nineteenth magnitude, the 
faintest objects to leave much impression on 
a photographic plate after long exposure. 
The average magnitude of the metagalactic 
cloud was about the seventeenth, due to the 
extreme distance.the naked eye, even 
through a very powerful telescope, very little 
would be revealed. Only by prolonged ex¬ 
posure was the faint light, moving through the 
unimaginable immensities of empty space, able 
to make an Impression jl m the sensitive plates. 
This light started on Its waj^efore the great 
dinosaurs were extinct on earth and when 
mammal life was Just beginning. 

The metagalactic cloud was registered on 
twelve long-exposed plates at the South 
African observatory. It lay In a region of 
space free from obscuration by outlying 
streamers of. the Milky Way. in the general di¬ 
rection of the southern star constellations of 
Dorado. Horologium snd Reticulum, but cen¬ 
tring around the second of these. This was 
a region of space of which there has been 
little extensive photographic observation In 
the past. Only 134 objects have been known, 
all but twenty-five of these found some years 
ago on early Harvard Observatory plates. This 
was less than 3 per cent of the actual number 
now shown. There are a few bright spiral 
nebulae—the Milky Way system is believed by 
some to be a spiral nebula—but in none of 
them, because of the enormous distance, has 
it been possible to detect any Individual stars. 

Surveys both at Harvard University snd at 
the Mt. Wilson Observatory of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington show that there is 
a fairly uniform distribution of external 
galaxi e s throughout space, except in a few 'di¬ 
rections where their apparent scarcity Is be¬ 
lieved due to the fact that their light must 
pass through thkh clouds of cosmic dust to 
reach the earth. Consequently the fainter 
ones are blotted out entirely. 

‘ Twice Normal Density 

B UT the lone exposure photographs of this 
region of the sky showed that the galaxies 
were massed with more than twice the n*apeal 
density, making the region by far the meat 
crowded m space There were also a number 
of even flicker dusters, now brll^vad to f*- 
long to &e same vast "cloud." Tht Hsnfff 


pistes now reoord about 7 000 galaxies. Dr 
Shapley believes, however, that "this large 
Irregular system of galaxies. which appears to 
be centered in Horologium, will be found upon 
the completion of the eighteenth magnitude 
survey to extend through several of the sur¬ 
rounding constellations " This leads to the 
estimate of more than 10,000 galaxies in all. 

In his report to the National Academy of 
Sciences Dr. Shapley refers to the metagalactic 
cloud as a “system." What sort of dynamic 
relationships exist between the thousands of 
galaxies composing the aggregation Is un¬ 
known and their existence can only be sur¬ 
mised from tht density of their distribution. 
The individual objects making up the cloud 
cannot be visualised as packed closely together. 
They only appear so because of their Immense 
distance. Each of the ten thousand or more 
galaxies probably Is made up of thousand*— 
perhaps billions—of stars separated by dis¬ 
tances of light years, like the familiar visible 
stars of the Milky Way, of which the sun la a 
fair average In size. And the galaxies thera- 
aehres. It Is probable, are separated by dis¬ 
tances of thousands of light years—or at least 
by distances comparable to those which 
separate the Milky Way galaxy from the out¬ 
lying Clouds of Megellan in the southern 
hemisphere. 

The galaxies composing the cloud. Dr. Shap¬ 
ley believes, follow an approximately normal 
distribution curve In size and brightness. Be¬ 
cause of the immense distance many entire 
smaller galaxies are far too faint ever to be 
recorded Hence, says Dr. Shapley, "In both 
the metagalactic cloud and its Involved clusters 
of galaxies a large part of the population is 
undoubtedly below the faintest limits of the 


The Harvard as tr onomer*. Dr. Shapley re¬ 
ports. now are pushing ahead with the work of 
photographing the entire sky and making a 
detailed study of Individual nebulae in a few 
typical areas In order to gain a fair idea of the 
frequency distributions, magnitude, form and 
structural detail of the faint nebulae in

L ONDON (BUP).—To oversea* representatives in Lon¬ 
don and foreign diplomats privileged to be present, few 
of the traditional ceremonies of the capital of the Em¬ 
pire can seem more strange than that of the re-election of the 
Speaker of the House of Commons. The ceremony was enacted 
again with the assembling of the Members of a neifc Parlia¬ 
ment after the general election. 

The Lords Commissioners, seated of pounds* worth of treasure* lent by 


In the House of Lords, by command 
of HU Majesty, send Black Rod. 
who U dressed In black and carries 
hU wand of office, to the faithful 
Commons. The moment the usher 
cries 14 Make way far Black Rod.** the 
oaken door of the House of Com¬ 
mons U slammed in his face. He 
then knocks three times with his 
wand, and so often has thU knock- 
in* taken place that there U almost 
a dent In the door. He Is duly ad¬ 
mitted, and. approaching the table 
where the mace u lying in a reat 
under the edge of one side, he bows 
to the vacant chair of the Speaker, 
to the Oovemment benches, and 
then to the Opposition benches. He 
then requests the attendance of the 
members of the Commons in the 
House of Peers to hear a commis¬ 
sion from the King. 

PARADE TO LORDS 

The leader of the House, in this 
instance Mr. Stanley Baldwin, and 
the leader of the Opposition. Major 
AUee. Join one another in the mid 
die of the House and. Joined with 
other leaders and members, sol 
emnly march In double file to the 
Lords.

CENTURIES-OLD ART 

The treasures date from the period 
of 2.000 B.C. and reveal the works of 
neolithic culture. There are ritual 
bronzes from the time when myth 
ends and hUtory begins, covering a 
period of some 1,500 years, and end¬ 
ing shortly before the building of the 
Great Wall and the burning of the 
classics in the third century B.C. To 
those who Are having their Ant In¬ 
troduction to Chinese art. the mere 
mention of the period makes him 
imagine an art essentially primitive 
He Is astonUhed both by technique 
and design of these bronzes, which 
were rescued from age-long burial 
In the soil of China.

A great destroyer of personality 
and character is the usual children's 
party, for children under twelve or 
fourteen. The timid are made more 
timid, the tyrants more tyrannical. 

II s about the last measure suitable 
for the lonely and non-mixing child 
At the average partf. this child’s 
feelings of inferiority is magnified, 
since his lack of social adaptation 
is tremendously exaggerated. 

And yet ever so many parents 
will try to socialise the non-social 
child by “throwing" a forma l pa rty 
for him—and a big one of twenty 
or more children. If you must have 
a party for the young child, limit 
the number to six or eight. Please 
don’t pair the sexes. Why will 
parents make children sex-oon- 
tcloua before these little ones' have 
outgrown their rompers? As late 
as reasonably possible boys and 
girls should hgve good times to¬ 
gether without awareness of sex 
difference. A 

Pernicious prizes! See the moral 
harm they do at children’s parties. 
And if several prizes are at stake 
the same child may win all of them. 
Most birthday parties, moreover, 
presuppose gilts, by which the re¬ 
cipient is made selfish. Then 
there’s rivalry among the givers, 
with some children and their par¬ 
ent* deeply humiliated. * 

DON’T SHOOT 

Perhaps some of my readers will 
feel like shooting me when they 
read this article. No matter; 1 
would strongly advise against formal 
parties until the teens. I might 
compromise on birthday parties, 
except where they become epidemic, 
if the invited guestn are limited to 
live or six. and if the Invitations 
stated that no gifts would be re¬ 
ceived. 

If you are concerned about the 
best moral and social education of 
your child, begin, about as soon as 
he can toddle, to attract several 
other children of your neighbor¬ 
hood to your premises to play with 
him. and go with this child to 
homes of other little children. En¬ 
courage your child to win many 
playmates who come and go In¬ 
formally. Gently guide him In 
good play manners FY>rbid rough- 
house, and train your child In care 
of property and regard for the 
rights of others. 

Many parents nowadays must ex¬ 
pect to buy some new furniture 
after they have a party for children 
from eight to twelve—good for fur¬ 
niture business, bad for character. 
Make your home a play centre 
where children loam to play hap¬ 
pily, but clvlly. It can be done.
